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RAILWAY LINES TO LAKE TAHOE 


Tahoe Tavern, overlooking Lake Tahoe 


AHOE TAVERN 1s situated on the shore of Lake Tahoe, fif- 
teen miles from Truckee, California, at the terminus of the Lake 
Tahoe Railway & Transportation Company's line. To those who 
have never visited Tahoe it is difficult to fully describe its won~ 
derful charm and grandeur. Picture a lake over a mile above sea 
level, 23 miles long, 13 miles wide and 2.000 feet deep, sur~ 
rounded by snow~capped mountains rising in rugged grandeur 
4,000 feet from its water edge; pines, irs and cedars clustering 
on its shores making a serrated fringe about this magnificent body 
of clear water shining Uke a jewel in the crown of the Sierras, 
and you will conceive some idea of Lake Tahoe, of which noted 
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travelers and writers have said 
that it need not fear com arison 
with the famous lakes of Scot- 
land, Ireland or Switzerland. 

Do you know how easy it is 
to reach Tahoe? It is but a one 
night's ride from San Francisco. 
One may leave on the evenirg 
train, arriving at Truckee the 
next morning where connections 
are made with the train of the 
Lake Tahoe Railway & Trans- 
portation Company which lands 
you for a trout breakfast at 
Tahoe Tavern after an hour's 
ride along the banks of the 
picturesque ruckee River. 

Low week ~end rates induce 
many from the bay cities to visit 
Tahoe. The busy man may leave 
on a Friday night and return on 
Sunday night's train, arriving for 
business Monday morning. He 
can thus enjoy two days in fish~ 
ing or rest from usiness cares, 
traveling by night in comfortable 
sleeping cars which are side~ 
tracked at Truckee especially 
for Tahoe travel. 

For the tourist from the east 
both railroad and Pullman tickcts 
via the Southern Pacific Ogden 
route permit of stop-over at 
Truckee, connections being made 
with all east and west ound 
trains. Thus at an expense of but 
$3.00 extra, you may visit the 
Tahoe Tavern, spend one whole 
day at Lake Tahoe, returning to 
Truckee in time for your over~ 
land connection. At an expense 


of but $5.00 and in 12 hours’ 


time, the tourist may visit Lake 


Tahoe, make the 70-mile trip 
around the largest body of water 
in the world at this altitude, 
and return to Truckee the same 
evening. 

THE TAVERN, on the lake 
shore among the big pine trees, is 
built for the mountains, with the 
idea of giving every comfort to 
the guests, and at the same time 
being a part of the woods. The 
long, rambling building with 
shingles the color of pine bark, 
twenty-foot porches supported 
by rough-sawed native wood, is 
set in a primeval forest with the 
magnificent sweep of Lake Tahoe 
in front. The interior of the 
Tavern harmonizes with the 
exterior, the beamed ceilings, 
elk horn chandeliers and rustic 
furniture uniting comfort with 
beauty. The bed rooms have 
perfectly appointed baths, large 
closets, electric lights, steam heat, 
hot and cold water and every 
convenience of home. 

The large Casino on the lake 
shore is original and artistic, the’ 
interior finishing being in native 
woods and pine bark. It contains 
the spacious ballroom where both 
young and old “make merrie, 
excellent bowling alleys, ladies 
lounging-room, gentlemen's elub- 
room, photograph studio ; billiard- 
room, curio store, etc. On its 
broad verandas one may sit for 
hours gazing on the everchanging 
colors of the lake, watching the 
launches with fishing parties 
going to and fro, and breathing 
that pure air which Mark Twain 
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The Casino 


believes would restore the appe-~ 
tite of an Egyptian mummy, and 
of which Helen Hunt Jackson 
wrote: The delight and stimulus 
of this steady, clear, crisp air— 
snow-cooled, sun-warmed,water- 
fed—can not be told. It seems 
to me to be the most charming 
and restful of places.” 

Gentle saddle horses and car~ 
riages suitable for mountain trips 
are always available. Competent 
guides can be had for the moun~ 
tain trails, and expert fishermen 
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On the Veranda of the Casino 


are always ready with comfort- 
able boats and launches. Fly 
fishing in the Truckee River 
and smaller streams, as well as 
in the lake, furnishes excellent 
sport. 

Other amusements are tennis, 
rowing, bathing, the children’s. 
play-ground, bowling, dancing, 
etc. Many interesting short trips 
may be made to Stanford Rock, 
Ward Peak, Twin Peaks, Five 
Lakes, Watson Lake, Carnelian 
Bay, Rubicon Springs, Deer
